This game, however, is harder than 
the gam* of a doaen years ago. In- 
terference, diving tackles, line buck- 
ing and formation plays make th<) 
players more liable to cuts and 
bruioes. For this reason tha armor 
of football has not been discarded. 
On the other hand, it has been added 
to from year to year. All aorta of de- 
vices have been triad to protect tiie 
players from hard knocks and bruisef. 
The first requisite in football armor is 
to sacure something light which does 
not burden the player. For this rea- 
son all the padding of the breeches 
and arms and shoulders and chest con- 
aiata of the beat quality of hair covered 
with leather. Shin guards are made 
of canvas and cork. The shoes are 
m made as light as possible. Nose pro- 
taoton an made of vulcanised rub- 
ber. The helmets, with the oar pad^, 
are made out of sole leather line<l w ith 
a flne qualitv of wool. 

There ia also another piece of armor 
that ia now frequently aeen on the 
gridiron. It consists of a shoulder 
pad, or rather a big leather shield, 
mad with shaapskin, whieh ii worn 
over the right shoulder, on which the 
player falls most frequently. Playing 
on rough ground is likely to make the 
shoulder sensitive, and this ichemo 
has been devised as a protection. 
There are half a dofen other devices 
Ui protecting playara which are worn 
Mneath tha armor. Notable amouK 
these are rubber handa^jer, with cork 
'.splints, which are worn over a portion
